“Insurgents” Willing To Walt. 


Washlnglon, Dec. 6.—Charles W. 
Fowler, of New Jersey, lo-nlght out¬ 
lined the tariff commission bill he w’lll 
Introduce In the House to-morrow’. The 
bill provide* that Congress shall fix the 
maximum and minimum tariff rates, 
and that the commission, consisting of 
fifteen members, with the approval of 
the President, shall fix the actual rates 
to be paid at sonic point between the 
maximum and minimum rates re» estab¬ 
lished by Congress. But no rate so 
fixed and approved shall become effec¬ 
tive or operative for eighteen months 
after It has been promulgated by the 
President. In order that every Industry 
affect id by tariff change* may have 
ample time to adjust Itself to the new 
conditions. 

“If Anyone should suggest." said Mr. 
Fowler, “that such a commission could 
not constitutionally fix Che tariff rates 
between points established by Congress 
because such ad Ion would be an ex- 
erclso of legislative power, let him ask 
himself whether the power so to fix 
rates Is any such a ptretch of legisla¬ 
tive power as that given to the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission and ap¬ 
proved by the Supreme Court to fix a 
reasonable railroad rate?" 

Returning to hi* attack upon the 
present control of Congress. Mr Fowler 
declare* "that unless the Republican 
party get* rid of Aldriehlsm and Can- 
members. nonism. the people will get rid of the 
Rcpublk*an party.” He asserts that the 
people's hopes have been tump'd to dis¬ 
gust and their faith to resentment, and 
he says he does not believe that they

MEMORIZE KNOX’S LETTER. 


"After one of the defeats of Estra¬ 
da’s army Cannon and Groce becam** 
detached from the main body and a 
boat load of natives found the men lost 
and wandering about In th»' Costa 
Rican forests, having gone across the 
boundary out of Nicaragua. 

“Even though the natives were far 
superior In numbers they were afraid 
to attack the two Americans, so they 
used treachery Instead. Cannon and 
Groce being outnumbered considered It 
beat to surrander. provided they were 
promised protection as prisoners of 
war. This the natives promised and 
Cannon und Groce gave up, trusting to 
the honor of the native soldiers. 

"After surrendering they were brutal¬ 
ly *hot mar the capital of Nicaragua,

Freaenco of State Militia Bring* 
Order Out of Chaos. 

Bridgeport. O.. Dec. 6.—The situation 
a*t the Aetna-Standard plant of the 
American Sheet and Tinplate Company, 
where for three days rioting has been 
intermittent between striker* and 
guards, was quiet to-day.

In Queensland Us victim* 
are a class of shiftless persons who ar© 
addicted to the bad habit of eating dirt. 
A hookworm patient Is invarlubly a 
dirt-eater. And the ailment is kno*|t 
as the earth-eating disease.’ It ha* 
the sam* baneful influence as 1* no¬ 
ticed Iq the United State*; the one af¬ 
fected lose* vltailt>. his blood become* 
thin nnd Impoverished and hi* aversion 
to labor of any sort pronounced. 

"Whether these poor creatures eat 
th© ©arth because of the hookworm, 
or whether the parasite is a result in¬ 
stead of a can*©, la hard to say. The 
two seem to go together."

“Watterson-s Hindsight!” exclaims 
oup^ esteemed Democratic contemporary, 
the Troy (N. Y.) Press, and proceeds 
very kindly and In terms altogether 
complimentary to point out some de¬ 
linquencies, of which the Editor of the 
Courier-Journal nevertheless and not¬ 
withstanding takes leave to believe 
himself Innocent. 

"He went wrong on Cleveland,” nays 
the Press, •‘protesting against his 
nomination as Inviting inevitable de¬ 
feat when In reality it signified, and 
was the only one that would signify, a 
sweeping Democratic triumph qt the 
polls. He also went wrong on Bryan, 
advocating his third nomination last 
year, when such a course was sure to 
lead to Democratic defeat*” 

Let u* take these allegations apart 
and deal with them seriatim, our sole 
objective point brag the truth. 

Air* Cleveland was nominated In 1892 
over the protest of & New York Delega¬ 
tion lii the National Democratic Con¬ 
vention singularly strong and repre¬ 
sentative, headed by a Democratic 
Oovernor Just chosen by a great ma¬ 
jority, and embracing most of the mili¬ 
tant and active members of the Demo¬ 
cratic organisation of the Empire State, 
Including United States Senator Ed¬ 
ward Murphy, a cltlsen of Troy, and the 
distinguished Democratic soldiers. Slo¬ 
cum and Sickles, and backed. If wc 
remember aright, by the Troy Press. 

He would have been disastrously 
beaten except for the Homestead Riots 
of the succeeding summer. The meas¬ 
ures of repression that followed were 
charged up by the Labor loaders 
against the Government, of which 
Harrison, the Republican nominee for 
President, waglthe Chief. The-charge 
woe emphasised by the circumstance 
that Whltelaw Reid, a lifelong antl- 
union fighter, was the Republican nom¬ 
inee for Vice President. Within one 
week the Labor Unions were turned 
over bodily from the Republicans to 
the Democrats. 

Cleveland swept the country. It was 
neither hi* popularity, nor hla virtue— 
though It may have been hla luck— 
being the answer to conditions which 
could not have been for«ae©*f. There 
was scarcely a thinking, well-informed 
Democrat anywhere, conversant with 
the situation and the laws that prevail 
over political chances, experienced In 
the business of campaign organisation 
and electoral management, who be¬ 
lieved at the time It was named that a 
ticket so named bad any show ot win¬ 
ning 

Thus much for the first count of our 
esteemed contemporary's Indictment 
Let us »ay, before dismissing It, that 
our belief is fixed that any Democratic 
ticket—a Democratic broomstick with 
a Populistic *hlrt-tall for a banner— 
would have won In 1892. If the Prcsa 
will study the returns It will find that, 
though we had adopted a radical anti - 
Tariff platform, our greatest gains were 
lo the Tariff centers—Indicating the 
Labor vote—the farmer vote remaining 
where It had always been. 

II. 

Touching the second count In the in¬ 
dictment of our compatriot of Troy, 
that still friendly prosecutor takes the 
pains to specify and elaborate it ue 
follows: 

'It is true th&t early, but vaguely. 
Col. Watteraon came out In favoj* of a 
Democrat whom he did not name, but It 
was thought In some quarters that he 
had Qov. Johnson In mind. Such a decla¬ 
ration was too indefinite to be potential. 

it is also true that later, with (pons 
Inconsistency, he forsook his old-time op¬ 
position to the Nebraskan, and urged 
Bryan's nomination for a third time. As 
the Kentucky journalist had been a 
strong leader of the anti-Bryan Demo¬ 
crats, going eo far as refusing to support 
him after he was nominated In 1886, his 
surrender was discouraging to those who 
were trying to bring about tlie candi¬ 
dacy of some other Democrat who would 
not bs predestined to .defeat from the 
outset. When Johnson was a full-fledged 
candidate. Watteraon stubbornly refused 
to support him, and helped his party on 
to disaster by lustily demanding another 
Bryan canvass. The fatuity of sucb a 
course is apparent from his confession 
above that Bryan could not be elected. 

"If Watteraon and his paper had Insist¬ 
ed loudly that Johnson could win and 
Bryan could not up to ths very day of 
the Denver Convention, possibly a dif¬ 
ferent and far better outcome for the 
Democracy might have resulted at that 
gathering.” 

All this Is undent history, of very 
little Interest and of no real conse¬ 
quence, to anybody. But, even In writ¬ 
ing of the unimportant, some regard 
to the facts should be preserved. In 
the foregoing the Press does not re¬ 
gard them at ail. as, with Its gracious 
permission, we shall proceed to show*. 

There was never any doubt in the 
minds of those who were able to think 
and ready to do that the Courier-Jour- 
ual had in Its eye Governor Johnson, of 
Minnesota, as the man wno couid meet 
the Democratic requirement in the event 
th&t Mr. Bryan, who held the key to the 
situation in the West and bourn, was 
willing to consider an alternative. Tne 
nomination of anybody over the pro¬ 
test of Mr. Bryftn aud hla friends meant 
the Parker race of 1904 over again. 
With Mr. Brynn some of us saved, and 
others of us recovered, our local hold¬ 
ings. The Courier-Journal “Xotsoook its 
old-time opposition to the Nebraskan * 
only when it became Bryan, or a split, 
and it never at any time urged Ms 
"nomination for a third term,” as an 
original proposition. It smoked the 
pipe of peace with Mr. Bryan 
and It found the brand of 
tobacco altogether amokable. It ac¬ 
cepted the leadership of Mr. Bryan, 
und, dealing not In half friendships, it 
accepted it in good faith. Governor 
Johnson woe never “a full-fledged can¬ 
didate.” On the contrary, oefore the! 
Courier-Journal came Into the Bryan 
camp, he had come in. When it wu« 
too late, when a diversion from Ilryan 
meant nothing but a disastrous breach. 


a few' rich men In the City of New 
York, some of them Instigated by hat¬ 
red and malice, got together a consider¬ 
able sum of money In Johnson's name. 
The Editor of the Courier-Journo 1 
talked with them, plead with them— 
but without avail—and, refusing to be¬ 
come a party to what wtuf not only 
corruption, but corruption In the Inter¬ 
est of the common enemy, he took bis 
doll rags Into the Bryan backyard, and 
nald to the boys 'Til go with you If 
you go to Hell!” 

That Is nil there was and all there Is 
to It. One does not make conditions. 
When he cannot get what he wants, 
he has either to do an he must, or get 
out The second, the third next i thing 
to right. Is preferable to wrong; and 
when the Johnson boom was launched. 
It was wrong, being manned by factlon- 
Ist*. and timed to serve the Interests 
of facHonlsm. Johnson himself having 
no knowledge of what lay behind It, or 
jwaa actually going forward 

The Courier-Journal has been trying 
ever since 1896—It Is trying now and 
It will go on trying—to save the old 
Democratic Ship of Zion from Ship¬ 
wreck. Ip'r bottom and her keel seem 
not only still Intact, but as sound as 
oak and iron can make thorn. Other¬ 
wise. she would long ago have mnk be¬ 
neath the wave. Much. Indeed, has gone 
awry with her steering gear There 
have been below her decks some plots 
to scuttle and upon her decks many 
mutinies. She has been loaded down 
at times with strange, unmarketable 
cargoes. Selfish men have fed them¬ 
selves upon her slender store of pro- 
vllsons. bawling their loyalty and 
screaming “traitor” at those who ex¬ 
postulated. Yet there she rldea the* bil¬ 
lows. * battered about the bulkhead, 
beaten below the bilge, her fo'caatle 
plates stove In and her stern-sheets 
hanging over the tafTnill—to some a 
kind of phantom ship—to the Courier- 
Journal a fine old fighting frigate of the 
Constitution class, well worth saving, 
but requiring, before she can be expect, 
ed to sail effectively against the Repub¬ 
lican squadron, a world of outlay and 
labor, of refitting and refurnishing— 
complete renovation. In point of fact— 
and a new captain!

Prosperity For Kentucky. 

There are many Indications that 
Kentucky Is entering upon a period of 
prosperity such as has not been experi¬ 
enced for a number of years. It has 
been a good crop year and the prevail¬ 
ing prices for farm products are good. 
Tobacco Is being sold at a lively rate 
In all the tobacco-growing sections. 
Industrial matters ore looking up and 
some large coal mining deals are under 
way both In the Eastern and In West¬ 
ern coal fields. A number of railway 
lines are projected and there Is pros¬ 
pect also of ths construction of some 
Important interurban lines next year. 

Kentucky cities which suffered In 
common with the rest of tho country 
during the financial depression are 
coming to the front again with now 
enterprises and most of them are 
counting on extensive building opera¬ 
tions during the year of 1 S 10 . There 
19 likelihood of a large Inflow of foreign 
capital In localities that present an at¬ 
tractive field for Investment. Ken¬ 
tucky Is rich In undeveloped resources 
and her coal lands, oil fields, fluorspar 
deposits and other mineral possessions 
offer abundant opportunities to those 
who are seeking the profitable Invest¬ 
ment of capital. 

The good roads movement Is now 
eliciting widespread Interest. The Im¬ 
provement of Kentucky roads will odd 
largely to the values of farm lands and 
will be an Impetus to the growth and 
prosperity of the rural towns, a num¬ 
ber of counties are taking up the ques. 
tlon In a sensible and systematic way' 
and the sentiment in favor of more ef¬ 
fective methods of road-building Is no¬ 
ticeably on ihe Increase. 

Thvre Is progress along all lines, not 
so marked In all cases as It should be, 
but no backward steps are being tak¬ 
en aod tho outlook In all directions la 
encouraging. As the year 1909 passos 
Into history there la every reason for 
believing that it will make way for a 
year of more abundant prosperity for 
the people of Kentucky.

Mr. Fletchor, the Individual to whose 
activities 1 * due the existence of the re¬ 
cently coined verb *Ho fletcherlxe,” 1 * In 
print with a new bit of advice for aspir¬ 
ants for longevity. It Is, briefly, tha: 
•very mouthful of food consumed must 
be chewed thirty-two times and that 
•v%n *oup must be chewed as conscien¬ 
tiously as steak and mushrooms. 

Following Mr. Fletcher's advice, one 
might attain longevity, but save In the 
case of the rare, and not particularly en¬

One 
must chew deliberately, contemplatively, 
decorously, like a cow contemplating the 
beauties of nature and che beatitfid** of 
the well-nourished life In a recumbent 
position In the pasture or the cow barn. 
And under no circumstances must one 
eat when worried, hurried, flurried, an¬ 
gry. or concentrated upon the problem 
of winning bread other than that which 
1* being fletcherlsed, as, for Instance, 
bread for Molly and the baby, existent 
or dreamed of. Time must be taken to 
compose the mind before eating. 

3y watching the tnlnute hand of (he 
clock make Its pilgrimage across the 
dial and cheering as deliberately as Mr.

Avoiding details, luncheon would con¬ 
sume at least another hour aside from 
the time taken going to and returning 
from, and resting, before and after, 
luncheon. Dinner would consume two 
hours of actual flctcherlxlng. with per¬ 
haps an added two hours for conversa¬ 
tion. Man may do without discussing 
poetry, musk? or art. at breakfast; ho 
may do without friends, and do with¬ 
out talking of books at luncheon, but 
surely no civilised man may make a 
dumb supper of his dinner and condemn 
his guest a to the unbroken silence of the 
cud-chewing cow. At dinner there must 
be convimurtion, about many, many 
things; about ships and shoes and scal¬ 
ing wax, and cabbages and kings; and 
Why the sea is boiling hot, and whether 
pigs have wings.

Sermon By Dr. Henry Alford Porter 
At the Walnut-8treet Baptist 
Church. 

A large audience was present at the 
Walnut-street Baptist church lost night 
to hear the second sermon In the series 
which I)r. Porter Is preaching on 
"Jonah." His text woe Jonah l.:3-lti, 
and he apokc In part os follows; 

To-night ws take another look at 
Jonah. When Iasi we saw him ho had 
"paid his fare and gone down Into the 
•hip" bound for Tarshlsh. Ood had said, 
"Go to Nineveh.".600 miles east. But he 
had stalled for Tarshlsh. 1.00U miles west. 

Whoever runs from a call of God runs 
Into trouble. This la true alike of saint 
and sinner No one can turn from duty 
and do well. Let thle truth sink deep Into 
ail our hearts. No matter how hard It Is. 
or seems to be. to walk the path of 
duty, th# other road is harder. Kveryon*’ 
who ever tried It found It so. The path 
of duty has been eternally blessed by 
the footprints of Jesus Along this path 
there Is light snd peace. The path of 
disobedience always is beset with storm* 
und adverse winds Ant it wasn t long 
before Jonah, running away from God, 
ran Into rough water. 

It was very rough. It Is a hard thing 
to scare sailors. I have seen them tn 
their whalers off the roast of Nova Sco¬ 
tia, when (tie heavens were black as 
death, the wind moaning a dirge among 
(he reefed sails, and It seemed the next 
wave would be the end of us, whistling 
as though nothing was happening But 
the Bible says that these mariners were 
badly frightened; that they betook them¬ 
selves to prayer, and cried every man to 
his god. When a storm at sea becomes »o 
severe that the captain goes over the ves¬ 
sel and calls upon every passenger to 
betake himself to prayer. It Is a tempest 
Indeed And as he went about among 
the frlgtened passengers, calling them to 
prayer. It must have surprised the old 
seaman to stumble upon this man. Jonah. 
fa«t asleep. 

1 can sea the old shipmaster laying 
hold upon Jonah and shaking him. won¬ 
dering whether he were drunk or had 
fainted from fear. I can hear him over 
these centuriee. *a>lng, "Arise, call upon 
thy Ood. that we perlah not!'* 

Jonah's experience teaches us that 
God’s storm follows every sinner. It 
ws* Jonah’s eln that mode that storm. 
Sin alwaya creates a atorm. Many a 
young men has found for himself that 
Sorrow tracketh wrong 
As echo follows song—

Carlyle tersely expressed a solemn 
mural law when he auld.

PEOPLE AND CHURCH ARE 
AGAINST LORDS. 

TARIFF REFORM THE ONLY 
ALTERNATIVE NOW. 


MANIFESTOES ISSUED FAST. 


London. Dec. 6.—If. as has been free¬ 
ly stated, tho phan of the Conservative 
leaders was to force tariff reform to the 
front In the election campaign, and so 
for ns possible thrust the question of 
tho lords’ veto In the background, their 
plan has already miscarried. Tho cam¬ 
paign, both In the press and from the 
platform. Is being waged with a bitter¬ 
ness not seen In British politics In 
many years, but it Is exclusively upon 
the question of tho action of the lords. 

All the elactlon manifestos Issued up 
to the present by the Liberal. Radical. 
Labor and Socialist parties have put 
the attack upon 11 m lords to the fore¬ 
front, as have all the speeches from 
the Government side. More stgnlAcant 
still Is the fact that the whole religious 
body of the country. Anglican, non¬ 
conformist and Catholic, appears to be 
against the lords’ pretentlona The 
Archbishop of Canterbury’s abstention 
from voting in the division tn the House 
of Lords, and the Archbishop of York's 
frank denunciation of Lord Lans- 
Uowne’s resolution, undoubtedly had a 
groat effect. 

Following on the manifesto Issued by 
the National Council of the Free 
Churches, declaring lhAt the action of 
the House of !<ord* "mak^e reforms 
supported by nonconformists Impos¬ 
sible,” the Church Times, the most In- 
AuentaaJ and widely-circulated church 
paper, together with the Christian 
World and the organs of the Methodist, 
Baptist and Catholic sections, declare 
for the Commons In the struggle against 
the lords. 

In tho meantime neither Mr. Balfour 
nor any other Conservative leader has 
advanced any dcAned proposal for tar¬ 
iff reform or given tne slightest ln- 
dlctlon of how the Conservatives pro¬ 
pose to find the money to replace the 
rejected budget proposals. 

The Conservative Morning Post in an 
editorial this morning warns the party 
that the coming contest will bo a crit¬ 
ical and w»verr one. and that If the 
Unionist cause Is to triumph Its ad¬ 
herents must display tactical ability as 
well a* courage and vigor. It will be 
the height of folly, says the paptr. to 
Aght on ground selected by the Uber- 
ala and tha Unionist# must remember 
that tariff reform Is the only possible 
alternative to the rejected budget. 

The Post’s warning Is timely, for the 
UnlontM speakers and newspapers are 
mainly occupied In showering abuse 
upon their opponents’ tactics. 

An official notice has been Issued 
from Somerset House, where the pub¬ 
lic offices are located, that death duties 
may be pnid either on the budget or 
prebudget srslc, subject to rcctlAcatlon 
when the new Parliament has settled 
th« matter. It Is reported that a num. 
her of prraon* are preparing to protest 
against thu deductions of the income 
tax from dividend coupons by the 
banks, while, according to the Liberal 
Dally News, trouble Is arising nt the 
customhouse over refusals to pay du¬ 
ties on tea. tobacco and spirits. 

DEMAND INCREASED WAGES. 

Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
Threatens Strike In East. 

New York. Dec. k—At a conference 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Train¬ 
men. held here to-day. Grand Master 
Lee and flifth Vice President Murdock 
were namrVl as a committee to decide 
whether the men shall go out or remain 
at work In case the demand which they 
will shortly present to Afty-two Eastern 
railroads for a 10 per cent. Increase In 
pay Is refused. It Is expected that the 
Anal schedule ot grievance* will be In 
the hAnds of the railroad managers on 
Thursday or Friday «>f this week.

The re¬ 
ports ot coticeaMon* on the quotations in 
order to secure business lias simmered 
down to re-sale Iron—Iron that lias been 
In the hands of brokers or speculators. 
A fffty-cents-pcr-ton reduction is made, 
also, for a little iron by the makers, to 
be delivered during December, but all 
other sales are on a basis of 816 per ton. 
No. 2 foundry There is a little Iron being 
accumulated Just now by the furnace 
companies, but In the face of Inqultlea 
that are coming In and other indications, 
the balief is exprees^ that there will be 
need for a large quantity hi the next 
thirty days, when the buying wllf start 
in. 

One Interest estimates that during 
ths month of January Southern furnace 
companies will be offered contracts that 
will require more than a quarter of a 
million tons of Iron to till. Practically all 
cotnfainlee hi this territory have orders 
on their books that will cover a large 
proportion of the probable, and It might 
be said the poanlblc, make for the first 
quarter of the coming year. 

The railroads are handling a Urge quan¬ 
tity of iron out of the Southern territory. 
Much Iron Is being shipped yet on old 
order*. Iron sold at prices greatly under 
thus* now prevailing. This business will 
soon be wiped off the book*, however, 
and then the proftt* will be mote Inter¬ 
esting There- Is a large quantity of the 
higher-priced product sold. loo. by the 
larger Iron companies in this district. 

The output In Alabama during the past 
mouth wae greater that It has been dur¬ 
ing one month In the history of the In¬ 
dustry- The official figure* will be out

It Is believed Gait with the little con¬ 
cession made on December Iron that a lot 
of that product will be disposed of. The 
amount for sale at |H per ton. No. 2 
foundry, is limited. Ths inquiries that 
are bring received In the South smack of 
a need for much of ths product during 
the first liAlf of the coming year. The 
foundries and macldoe *hop*. the cast- 
iron plpenmker* and other concern* Are 
to enjoy a steady melt, and In several 
Instances live probable need# have not 
been covered by a good deal. As far as 
can be learned, there la no Intention of 
cutting down the product tn the least; tn 
fact.

Stockholm. Dec. Kin* Gustave on 
Saturday Inaugurated a departure 
for sovereign*. Dlaguhwd as a steve¬ 
dore. he spent moat of the day carrying 
sacks of coal from a lighter. 

In an interview, after It wa» all over, 
the King said thl* was only the begin¬ 
ning. He intended to mix with all classes 
of laborers, *o that he might ascertain 
their opinion* and wlehes. 

Already, he added, he had obtained 
many valuable hint* from the men with 
whom he worked. 

The determination of King Gustave 
to learn the condition* of the work¬ 
ingmen by mingling with them and 
taking part in their labor* has result¬ 
ed from the recent great tie-up of the 
busings life of the country by a gen¬ 
eral strike. King Gustave Intervened 
lost August in an endeavor to secure 
a compromise, but without avail, Tlie 
strike continued for months and in¬ 
volved thousands of men. 

Eventually arbitration was under¬ 
taken by the Swedish Government to 
•ettle the dispute, and In the Interim 
many of the workmen returned to their 
tasks, although the number of unem¬ 
ployed remained very great. 

King Gustave and other member* of 
the royal family contributed to a na¬ 
tional fund which was raised by sub¬ 
scription for the purpose of providing 
loans to the working classes. Home¬ 
steads have already been apportioned 
among the unemployed, but conditions 
remained such a* to cause hi* majesty 
and h1f« Government grave anxiety. 

The King f«mnd difficulty In ascer¬ 
taining the real facts, and during the 
past week or two has made arrange¬ 
ments to Join various craftsmen and 
laborers at their work, and In such a 
guise that they would not reoognlso 
him. __ _

Chance to Win Kentucky Derby 
With Tbe Fad. 


FINE STORIES OF THE TURF. 


J OSEPH J. GLEASON, the celebrated 
bookmaker who died a few days 
ago at his hoate in New Rochelle. 
N. Y., was for years a partner of 
Prank Abrahall. who took care of the 
firm's booking Interests on the Western 
racetracks, while Gleason looked after the 
Eastern business. While the latter Is 
credited with being the Inventor of the 
one-two-three system of betting. Abrahall 
Is regarded as the man who made play- 
ing races by form tables popular, he be¬ 
ing the originator among bookmakers of 
the form sheet on races as In vogue to¬ 
day. 

The men who got out tf>e first form 
sheet, which Is so popular on racetracks 
now. sold the chart to Abrahall for 85 per 
day Abrahall made a snug fortune In 
the booking business and planted his prof¬ 
its In manufacturing interests In New 
England. He quit the racetrack tn the 
days of the turf's great prosperity and 
never returned to the block again. At 
one time the Arm. J. J. Gleason A Co., 
really Gleason & Abrahall. operated three 
poolrooms in addition to their racetrack 
booking enterprises 9 ml In the days of 
their big operations were never known 
to turn dow-n a bet rto matter how big 
once they posted the odds against a 
horse. 

One of the best stories that ever was 
told about the firm was In the nature of 
a rather small operation. It shows how 
lucky bookmaker* can be sometimes, as In 
onco trying to win railroad tickets Abra¬ 
hall won over IT.OOj. it was in the fall ot 
1 H *1 and for thirty days Abrahall had 
sweated in the ring at lratonia and man¬ 
aged to win U.ouu above exposes on that 
meeting The Keritucay Association want¬ 
ed to give a nine days’ meeting preced¬ 
ing thirty days racing scheuuied lor 
Nashville, but that ciuu then being tn 
hard financial lines the only prospect for 
racing came from a guaranty fund put 
up by nine bookmakers, who laid down 
pera each tn advance as privilege money 
to insure horsemen the payment of the 
purses. Abrahall was one of these nine 
bookmakers, and he went on from Laton>* 
to Lexington and hung up his slate. That 
was the season that Byron McClelland 
and a few other Lexington trainers put 
over so many good things, and at the eno 
of six days the 8J.000 Abrahall had won at 
lratonia and about ll.TOu more he had 
sent out in a vain enort to get the old 
bank roll, was gone. Added lo this wus 
crew's salary and expenses and the 
paid into tho club aa privilege money, 
a total of about 86.UU0 to tne ban 
On the seventh day lie handed one of his 
men the money to buy railroad tickets to 
Nashville and told him: 

'T have lim© to make the afternoon 
train and book on the first race, and 1 will 
see If 1 can win even those lailroad tick¬ 
ets in this town. But." he added. *we go 
to Nashville, win or lose, snd let the as¬ 
sociation be good and welcome to our 
privilege money on the last two days." 

The opening race tnat day had tor start- 
era two of the star 2->ear-olda of the West 
of that season. Fearl Hong and Ftaulein. 
and the field, white quite large, that op¬ 
posed them was 01 such a poor class there 
was no way to figure the race save Fearl 
Hong Ural and b raulem second, or vice 
versa. As a result the bookmaker* all 
posted 9 lo 10 and take your pick, which 
if the play on each horse is even, of, 
course, is a sure winning percentage 
book. 

• • • 

Byron McClelland and his followers be¬ 
gan at onoe plunging on Fearl Song, the 
then popular Soup Perkins being In the 
saddle and all at once the colt's price 
fell to 3 to 6 and Frnulein wrared up to 
7 to 5. Then Riley Grannon. the biggest 
plunger the Western turf has ever known, 
began to. play the ftiiy. which had for 
Jockey the skillful Tine Williams, and 
ms play was so heavy the latter* price 
finally dropped to 3 to 5 and Fearl >oug 
slid up to 1 to 6 . At this stage of the 
game Abrahall looked over his sheet and 
found he was ditched good and plenty and 
either way it came, If either of the two 
horses won, he was bound to lose. 

"Railroad tickets, eh?" he said to his 
chief clerk, "trying to get to Nashville 
cheap. We lose another bankroll. I 
reckon, so here goes.” and with this re¬ 
mark he chalked on hi* slate 8 to 5 eacn, 
Pearl Song and Fraulein, and yelled out, 
'come on and get it." He waa nearly 
knocked off the block, even the other 
bookmakers leaving their stands to bet 
him and round up their books, as they 
were all in bad shape on tbe race. Gran¬ 
non finally made him wipe off Fraulein 
with a bet of 82.50.). but he was raking 
money on Pearl Song when the horse* 
reached the jK>*t 

The late Cincinnati turfman. Million¬ 
aire Charles Flelachmann. had a colt In 
the race named Tlrock, with Willy Jones, 
then a maiden Jockey, tn the saddle and 
his odds ranged from 40 4o 100 to 1. 

Just how far Tlrock w*on that race no 
one ever exactly figured out. Home *ay

But when Abrahall and Gleason did get 
to making money and their bank roll got 
strong their motto was take the money 
If you can get It at your price. Abrahall 
always said no bookmaker can make 
money unless he Is willing to handle It 
along big lines. He used to ask. how* can 
you get it If you won't take It? Gleason. 
In his beet days as a bookie, was bullded 
in the same mold Anotiier thing remark¬ 
able about this firm was their honesty In 
the business. Abrahall might take an 
advantage with a horse tl»*t the betting 
seemed to Indicate was not meant and 
run up a heavy sheet on him. but he nev. 
©r had dealings with any owner. He used 
to say: "Wliv, If he will pull a horse 
for tne he will run one out on me tome 
day. You can never trust a man who l* 
crooked for you. If he has to, you are 
no better than anyone else. He will sun* 
hand you one.” The ttrm one year 
branched out as owners and raced a 
small string of 2-year-old* with moderate 
success. Tne only real goed horae, how¬ 
ever, they ever owned was Fenelow. a 
performer that ran some very creditable 
races In their Interest and was, when at 
his best, a horae of a lot of class.

"I was told that peccaries burrow un¬ 
der the diy leaves to protect themselves 
from mosquitoes and other winged pe*L* 
of that hot country. My friends hod many 
exciting experiences to tell in regard to 
these ferocious liule animals. One of this 
party, while traveling with a companion 
in n wagon, stopped for luncheon under 
aorne tree* and turned their horses out to 
graze. While at*4uncheon n large bunch 
of procaries appeared, and the party 
thought It would be nice to shoot among 
them and get one or two lor meat, so 
they grvd into them, wounding several, 
which began lo squeal. Then the wnoie 
bunch made an attack. The men climbed 
quickly into the wagon, and kept on 
shooting aa long as their ammunition, 
which they had In their pockets, lasted. 
iA« they wen* opening their bogs to get 
out more ammunition the peccaries 
climbed up the tongue of the wagon and 
Jumped into it, and the men only saved 
themselves by jumping onto the seat and 
then onto limbs of trees, the peccaries 
taking possession df the wagon and tear, 
mg things to piece m. They remained in 
possession for hours, the men watching 
them In safety tn the trees." 

The peccary, or South American wild 
boar. Is the smallest of his species, aver¬ 
aging about three feet tong, nor Is the 
anlniAl possessed of any unusual degree 
of strength To make up for this natural 
Individual deficiency In combat with moro 
powerful animals of tho Jungle, the pec- 
•alies always travel In large herds. When 
once attacked by a herd of poccaiiee the 
outcome Is nearly always death to their 
enemy. The little pigs are armed with 
short, sharp tusks, and no matter how 
great the (daughter of their own number 
during tho melee, the herd slay on the 
Job until the work ta finished.

The Jaguar’s Plan. 


Says the Chicago Tribune: It Is doubt¬ 
ful If there ta a parallel In baseball his¬ 
tory to the present 'situation In the Na¬ 
tional League. One coterie of club own¬ 
ers Is endeavoring to prevent the re-elec¬ 
tion of a president who became president 
against his will at the suggestion of some 
of liy men non* opposed to him and 
agalr list ihe Judgment of some of the men 
who now openly are working for his re- 
election. 

The general public, which dips only 
lightly into baseball politics, may not 
recall that John Hcydler served the Na¬ 
tional League for a number of years aa 
secretary and was pointed to by Its mem¬ 
bers with pride as a sort of "world's 
champion." A little less than a year ago 
when the late Harry C. Pulliam was on 
the verge of collapse anh a leave of ab¬ 
sence became compulsory. Secretary 
Heydler was asked to assume the duties 
of president In addition to hm own. pend¬ 
ing his principals recovery. Actuated 
wholly by the destre to retain for his 
long-time friend. Harry Pulliam, a posi¬ 
tion which otherwise would have been 
lost Co him through sickness, John Heyd¬ 
ler overcame his aversion to the task 
and filled both positions until the cham¬ 
pionship season waa well along. 

Soon after Harry Pulliam i (turned to 
take up the work of the executive John 
Heydler went on a short vocation to rest, 
end during that time the late president 
ended his own life tragically. Once more 
the National League faced a predica¬ 
ment: It was necessary either to select 
a new mun for the position on short no¬ 
tice or to elect John Heydler for the un- 
exptred term. The latter alternative was 
chosen, and again Secretary Heydler re¬ 
luctantly accepted a task under which he 
has seen one man’s heajth break down 
completely, subordinating his own incli¬ 
nations to relieve his employers from an 
embarrassing situation for which he was 
In no wise responsible. At that time he 
fully expected to return next year to the 
vacant secretaryship. Before he had re¬ 
lumed to his desk from his best friend's 
funeral one of the dub owners, who op¬ 
posed his election, gave voice to the 
opinion that Joho Heydler was "not big 
enough** for the position. To-day that 
club owner Is one of his most loyal sup¬ 
porters. That change of front, and. In 
fact, the whole decidedly unique situation 
are In great measure due to an attempt to 
defeat John Heydler'** possible re-election 
to an office which he didn't want with¬ 
out first ascertaining if he desired re- 
election.

The Jaguar has a fondness for a dinner 
of pork, but a wholesome respect for the 
power of a herd of wild pigs When he 
wants to satisfy his cfavtngs for a pork 
diet he drop* from a limb of a tree onto 
the back of a straggler in the peccary 
herd. The Jaguar slays his victims and 
then retreats hastily to his tree before the 
herd can get at him. When the herd 
growT tired of w*aJtlng for him to come 
down and rnesyee along, the Jaguar de¬ 
scends and enjoys his meal at leisure. 
Bdtnund Selous. In his romance of the 
animal world, has an Interesting account 
of a fight between a Jaguar and a herd 
of peccaries. The peccaries had the 
jaguar treed on the limb of a tre* from 
which the bark had rotted away. tl« was 
only a few feet above them, and by hax- 
rasel’ig and jumping at their enemy, they 
finally succeeded In bringing the conflict 
co the ground. After the fight was over 
there were eleven killed and wounded pec¬ 
caries. but the Jaguar was literally tom 
to pieces.

CRIME AND MEASUREMENT 


(London Globe ) 

A French •clentlst. Dr. Perrier, has 
been Investigating the question wheth¬ 
er criminals have longer arms than 
the more law-abiding members of the 
community—that la to say, to what 
extent. If any. they approach In length 
of arm the negro and anthropoid at>e 
types. Tho results obtained are in¬ 
teresting. because they Indicate Just 
the opposite to what might have been 
expected. Dr. Perrier premises that In 
Europe a normally proportioned man 
can stretch with arms extended about 
2Vx Inches more titan his height. Out 
of $66 prisoners at the Nlines prison 
who were examined, he found II per 
cent, could not stretch their own height. 
1. e.. had arms much shorter than usual 
In 3 per cent, the measurements wore 
the same, and In 86 per cent, the arm 
stretch exceeded the height by from 
1 to 2 Inches, or, In other words, their 
anna were also slightly shorter than 
the normal. 

Distinguishing between the different 
classes of crime some curious results 
are noted. For instance, vagrants who 
were put to the test were found to 
have short arm* Murderers had arms 
of slightly abort or normal length. 
Those convicted of theft and "moral" 
crimes approached more nearly to the 
normal standard, while coiners, on the 
contrary, were mostly remarkable for 
very short arms. Other results ob¬ 
tained are equally entertaining, espe¬ 
cially the fact which the learned Inves¬ 
tigator has discovered, that married 
criminals have more normal proportions 
than the single rogue It suggests 
possibly that the single man U a born 
criminal, while the married man has 
been forced Into crime through cir¬ 
cumstances. of which his rnarrlnge may 
be one.

PAPER FROM WASTE 


If a man Jn need of money will but 
go to the beautiful, civilised and well- 
settled Island of Jamaica, British West 
indies, and catoh butterflies, It seems 
n* if he might get along. There Is 
one variety there, a big. handsome fel- 
iow known to science as PaplUo hom- 
< rua, for which $20 each Is offered, right 
on the spot. There are many diner 
tropical butterflies for which eager 
buyers In many parts of the world will 
pay prices ranging from a few cents 
t j a few hundred dollars each. Nor 
need tho man who seeks wealth with 
a butterfly not confine his seeking to 
the West Indies. Dow n In Central Amer¬ 
ica 1* a finer field for his cultivation* 
If he will go into South America he 
will do as well, perhaps better, for but- 
i rflles of extraordinary beauty of Iri¬ 
descent coloring abound there. One 
family of South America butterflies, the 
Morphos, having a wing expanse of 
olxnit six Inches from tip to tip with a 
coloring of wonderful Iridescent, metal¬ 
lic blue above with exquisite owl-lik# 
eye spots beneath, are eagerly sought 
by collectors, not only for museums, 
but «Uro for ornaments. Even a brok¬ 
en wing of one of the beautiful Mor¬ 
phos finds a market. 

The butterfly, once the synonym of 
useless beamy, scorned by moralist 
and poet as the very mark of idle van¬ 
ity. contemptuously Ignored by money- 
grabbing hardheads aa a flimsy crea¬ 
tion of no possible value, U rapidly out¬ 
living all this unmerited opprobrium, 
writes Wtxuhrop Packard In the Tech¬ 
nical World. Two things arc assisting 
at this, one is the spread of scientific 
know ledge and the rapidly growing love 
for It amoug all sort* of people who 
are called for lack of a better name 
"naturo lovers," another Is the steady 
growth of wealth and the Increasing 
desire of people possessed with It to 
surround themselves with beautiful 
things. Museum* of natural history 
increase yearly In numbers, and each 
ha* Its more or less complete collection 
of the butterflies and moth*—the iepl- 
doptera, to be more correct, of the 
world. 

It Is very common In Europe and. 
though less common In this country. It 
l* becoming more so. for people of 
wealth to bavo collections of the rarest 
and most ’ beautiful inoths and butter¬ 
flies of the world. 

Thus the butterfly has become mer¬ 
chandise and Is toought and sold, not ex¬ 
actly us gTaln and bacon are, but with 
some varieties in a regular way of busi¬ 
ness that begins to suggest these com¬ 
modities. The** are the rare and ex¬ 
ceedingly beautiful ones. But even the 
cbmmon roadside butterfly, the red Mon¬ 
arch tvhlch migrates late In summer by 
thousands, the spangled FriHilary, the 
under sides of whose wings are flecked 
with silver moons a* he feod* eagerly 
on the lamey of the wayside milkweeds, 
or the Sulphur that dances, a tiny yel¬ 
low mote in the sunshine, bn* a poten¬ 
tial value. Individual specimens of these 
common butterflies, however carefully 
collected and mounted, might have no 
sale, but each os an Integral part of a 
complete ccflledtkm of the butterflies of 
a Stale or a section will bring his pro¬ 
portional price. 

• • • 

Finding a New Variety. 

In tropic islands and In remote and 
hu vage countries new and beautiful va¬ 
rieties are still to be found. New Guinea, 
a huge, wild and Utile explored island 
to the north of Australia, and Peru are 
to-day the most promising countries. 
There the collector must take hi# life 
in his hand with his net, so to speak, 
but hi* rewards are likely to be propor¬ 
tionately great. Even if he coiled* for 
revenue only, is m&ny men do, he can¬ 
not escape the sadred thrill of the dis¬ 
coverer when some wonderful new crea¬ 
ture falls within the sweep of Ids net. 
Alfred Russell Wallace, probably the 
first man who ever caught butterflies In 
this New Guinea region, thus describes 
hi* excitement over a new specimen, 
feelings which even the most mercenary 
collector could never fall to share: 

"During ray first walk in tho forest 
at BetchUn I had seen, sitting on a 
leaf out of roadi. an immense butter¬ 
fly of a diu-k color marked with white 
and yellow spots I could not capture 
It. as it flew away high up Into the 
forest, but I at ooce saw that It was a 
female of a new species of «.>ralth*p- 
tera or TUrd-wInged butterfly.* Uie 
pride of the tropics. I ra« very anx¬ 
ious to gel It, and to find the male, 
which In this genus is always of ex¬ 
treme beauty. During the two suc¬ 
ceeding month* I saw tt only one* 
again, and shortly afterward I *aw the 
male flying high in the air at the rain¬ 
ing village. 1 had begun to despair 
of ever getUng a specimen, a* It 
seemed so rare and wild, till one day. 
about the begUmlng of January. I f°und 
a beautiful ehrup. with lorxv. white, 
leafy bracts and yellow flow** a »pe¬ 
ck* of M ujtsaendo, and aaw one of 
these noble insects havering over U. 
but It was too quick for me, and It 
flew awa". The next day I went again 
to the same shrub, and succeeded In 
catching a female, and the next day a 
fine mole. I found it lo be. as 1 ex¬ 
pected. a perfectly new and most mag¬ 
nificent rpcolea. and one o 4 tin* most 
gorgeously colored butterflies In the 
world. Fine specimens of the male are 
more than seven Inches across the 
wings, which are velvety black and 
fiery orange, the latter color replacing 
the green of the allied sped**. Tho 
beauty and brilliancy of this ln»€*x Is 
Indescribable, and none but a naturai- 
Ist can understand the Intense exalte, 
ment I experienced when I hud at 
length captured It. On taking It out 
of my net and opening the glorious 
wings my heart began to beat violent. 
|y the blood ru.died to my head and I 
fait more like fainting than I have 
done when In apprehension of Immedi¬ 
ate death. I had a headache the r«wt 
of the day, so gr n»* was the excite¬ 
ment produced by what will appear to 
most people a most Inadequate cause."

Corn Under Pressure. 


President J. A. Taylor, of tha National 
Glnnem .t*j»orlatl<>n, has Issued a report 
under date of December i. In which he 
states that $,#$4,0uQ bales of cotton has 
been ginned up to that time, and that 
the total JWD crop will be 9,9uO,OOQ bales. 

The report follows: 

To the Gin tiers: Your reports show 
there has been ginned up to December 
1, §,884,000 bales, and that the total crop 
will be 9.960.UUO. census figures, not in¬ 
cluding llnters. The iinters will be about 
XSfi.OU) and the repacka about Tfc.tMJ, mak¬ 
ing a commercial crop of about 10 , 260 . 000 . 
As there was practically no cotton or 
linters carried over from the lagt crop 
the census report and the commercial 
crop will be very close together this year. 
The weights are aggregating about twen¬ 
ty-four pounds light, which reduces this 
crop to about d.lOo.OuO bales of last years 
weights. The ponsumptlon last year was 
1.006.000 bale* per month with Manchester 
mills closed for ten weeks on account or 
the strike. Spinners’ takings indicate at 
least as heavy consumption as last year, 
which will use up this year's crop by 
May 20. The mills had on hand about 
one month's supply at ond of August and 
the visible supply would run them an¬ 
other month and Mill leave a very small 
supply to protect the future markets. 
The supply of cotton available will be oil 
•used up by July 20. and the mills will 
have to close until new cotton can reach 
them which will mean until September 
for the American mills and October for 
the European mills unless the prices go 
so high as to reduce consumption. 

In August of 191/7 print cloths sold at (Vfc 
cents and other lines of cotton goods 
were equally as high and It did not seem 
to have any effect on consumption. The 
mills that reason paid about 11 cents for 
cotton and made from 30 to 50 per cent, 
on their capital stock.

Lard for November delivery furnish¬ 
ed the thriller In the provision mar¬ 
ket last week, that product at one time 
being at the highest price In thirty-live 
years.

Technically there is n 
possible chance of a spread of the 
railroad strike, which would greatly 
curtail receipts of hogs and put shorts 
In January product In a bad fix. be¬ 
cause packer* would be unable to 
make product to deliver. At the tarns 
time a general railroad strike would 
curtail consumption of hog produota. 


Washington. Dec. 6 .—Both the pro¬ 
ducers of cotton and*the doalors In that 
commodity axe th,e victims of tho sys¬ 
tem of trading In vogue on the cotton 
"exchanges of the country. 

This U the burden of part* 4 and 5 
of the report of Commissioner of Cor¬ 
porations Herbert Knox Smith on the 
conduct of such exchanges. Tins prac 
lice of dealing In futures, ns It Is car 
ried on at present, la condemned, al 
though the report does not condemn the 
existence of the exchange. 

••The brief discussion of general spec 
ulation In this report." says Mr. Smith, 
"recognises the inabilities for good 
inherent in a great central market like 
a cotton exchange, and the need that 
this* good be developed and evils elim¬ 
inated by regulations In line with 
economic Iaw\" . 

Th* report Is especially condemna¬ 
tory* of the dealing* in future*, brand¬ 
ing this form of speculation as pure 
gambling und highly Injurious to legiti¬ 
mate trade. In quotations for "future" 
deliveries of cotton, the market is so 
uncertain and so many elements of 
chance enter into the transaction thHt 
all bids uro made at a much lower fig¬ 
ure than fhose offered for cotton ac¬ 
tually In existence. 

The effect of these fictitious quota** 
tlons. the report points out. tends to 
mislead the cotton planter ns to the 
true value of his crop, honestly grown 
In addition, it leads brokers to "playl 
both sides of the market to protect 
themselves against loss in such trades, 
with the result that the producer is 
forced to pay In tho end, while the 
farmer loses likewise. 

Tlie report, while recognising that 
the exchanges In New Orleans and New 
York are necessary, does not mince 
word* in criticising the New York ex¬ 
change. After declaring that the New 
Orleans methods of conducting the 
transaction* In cotton followed natural 
line*, the report draw* attention to the 
fact that It has been proved that the 
abnormal depressions in the future 
price In New York "were almost whol¬ 
ly due to Improper artificial conditions 
now maintained by the New York Cot¬ 
ton Exchange. By maintaining them 
the New York exchange is res?pon- 
sible for a very real Injury* to the pro¬ 
ducer and merchant." 

In closing the letter to President Taft 
which accompanied his report. Com¬ 
missioner Smith again takes occasion 
to reprove the New York exchange. He 
says. 


Gold went to South America last week 
on London order* in an undlminlshed 
stream and, combined with the special re¬ 
quirement* of the December settlement* 
and some large syndicate transaction*, 
thl* made the call loan market subject 
to some flurries.

The break in American 
Sugar to the lowest price of the present 
year was due to the undesirable promt 
n»*nce of that corporation's present posi¬ 
tion before five criminal court* and the 
attention it wo* expected to receive from 
the executive and legislative branches of 
the Government.

Rock Island Deals. 


The sale of the St. Louis and San Fran¬ 
cisco by the Rock Island was prompted 
avowedly by the chance that the comb.na¬ 
tion would come under the disapproval 
of the Government authorities. This did 
not prevent eager conjecture over the 
alternative purpose* supposed to be iry 
tended by the parties to this divorce. Tne 
entry of Rock Island interest* into L*h!gh 
Valiev gave color ond direction to these 
surmlaoa. The Inclusion of Wabaah in 
these surmise* served only to lift those 
few stocks out of the prevailing depres¬ 
sion In the market An even more strik¬ 
ing process of centmllxation emerged In 
the trust company field in New York. In 
spite of the solicitude toward combina¬ 
tion*.

Morgan Purchases. 

The purchase of control of the Guaranty 
Trust Company by a partner of J P. Mor¬ 
gan & Co. and the purchase by J P 
Morgan Individually or the control of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, carry¬ 
ing with it control of the Mercantile and 
Equitable trust companies, involve such 
widespread hold on credit Institution* h* 
to prn.e staggering to the financial fm- 
Nglnatftn. This matter had n strong 
stimulating Influence in rallying stock* 
The#allro«d awltchmen's strike In the 
Northwest and the wider problem of wage 
adjustments »ugre«t«d were not eoothlug 
to the prevalent uneasiness felt In the 
stock market. _

These inen are employed In gathering 
over lire city waste pa^cr, o*u bouks and 
magua.i.cb. cast-oil ciouung, nouseiiOtd 
artiCtcs. scrap metals a.ai oiner tutngs 
that a markti can be found tor. Tne in¬ 
come trum the sale ot tne paper. UaOKs 
waste is used lo pay tu©. sal¬ 
aries aiiovtrd those Wltom the mstltui.uu 
fcive* employment ana me ciotning and 
nOusehoiu goutis arc placed in stores 
where it Is eoid to u»# poor tor a* nominal 
sum, just ©hougn to pay the actual ex¬ 
penses of hsnuitng. 

Jn ihm way Uie poor are enabled to 
buy clothing and other neteasiues at a 
price that they can afford .ns lead of 
being compelled to ask chanty, wit^the 
result that they can live in comtoi^and 
still inu.ntain tlistr self-respect. Tars is 
one of the main polic.es of the Salvation 
Army. They hold that just a * long as 
people can live independent of actual 
charity and maintain their self-respect, 
whether they be men or women, regard- 
loss of how far down tho scats of 
fortune they may have descended 
that there la a chance for them lo 
regain a respectable place In the 
world and become useful and self-sup¬ 
porting members of society.

Report of Work. 

In a report recently issued on the 
operation of the industrial department of 
the local branch of the army the follow¬ 
ing tig urea are given: 

•'From January 1 to July 1 of the cur¬ 
rent year we have provided 5.771 mmi* 
and 1.762 nights* lodlngfng. and hav. aliu 
distributed clothing and ahoes to 778 
families. We have employed 110 men. 
which otherwise would have been out of 
work and with nothing to rat. as some or 
those men had nothing for several days 
The big majority are not of the lower 
class, but men of higher rank and In¬ 
telligence. such as bookkeepers, rammer, 
clsl travelers and professional men. som© 
able to read Greek and Latin. W© ©up. 
port the**- men with your waste paper, 
such a© maimaines. newspapers, and In 
fact, every kind of waste paper, cloth¬ 
ing. shoe*, etc., that may be worthless to 
you. Will you not help us by saving these 
articles for us and telephoning to us or

A number of tobacco growers trorn 
Kentucky settled in Frunalm county, an«i 
they introduced the culture of too weed 
oh a large male. The quality of the to¬ 
bacco raised In Franklin county was pro¬ 
nounced to. be nearly equal lo the Ken¬ 
tucky product and brought about tne 
same price in market. Fanners In Harri¬ 
son county are preparing to pul in a big 
crop next year, as it has been represented 
to them that it is more profitable to rant* 
tobacco than It is to raise wheat and corn.

John Taniaji, *on of the late John 
J. Taninn, for many years a well-known 
blacksmith at F3rat and Market streets, 
died yesterday morning at St. Joseph’s 
Infirmary, following several operations 
to relieve him of abscesses of the brain 
Young Tanlan had been at the hospital 
tot about eight months and everything 
known to medical science had been done 
In the hop# of saving his life, but It 
was fruitless and he died yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock. 

The case had excited unusual Inter" 
est among the medical profession, aa 
the ordinary methods of surgery failed 
to prevent the recurrence of the ab¬ 
scesses and even many Innovation* 
used in such desperate cases were 
unable to conquer the malady. Many 
of the physicians of the city visited the 
young man and studied his case, as it 
waa considered to b# on# of th# most 
unusual #v#r known in th# city 

Last Juno, Tanlan began treatment 
under Dr. W C Dugan for a largf 
mastoid at the base of fhe head, As It 
seemed a desperate case, he was re¬ 
moved to 8t. Joseph’s Imlrmary. where 
Drs, Dugan and White performed an 
operation to remove the mastoid. Thi*. 
gave the patient relief and he appeared 
to be rapidly Improving. 

When the patient was about ready to 
’leave the haspltnl the severe pain In 
the head returned and it was found 
that he was again suffering from an ab¬ 
scess on the brain. An X-ray picture 
waa taken of the growth and a second 
time he was placed on the operating 
table. This time a well-developed ab¬ 
scess was removed, and the young man 
again began to recuperate. The physi¬ 
cians believed that a recovery was as¬ 
sured. but when uli things seemed fa¬ 
vorable. his condition again became 
alarming and he began to sink He 
soon became unconscious and paralysis 
developed 

Mr Tanlan wofo 27 years of age and 
an employe of the Melwood Distillery 
Company. Both his parents have been 
dead for a number of years and he 
made his home with his sister, t Mrs. 
Janies Reagan, at 14 47 Floyd street. 

Besides Mrs. Ilaagan, he is survived 
by three sisters. Mrs. Philip Ackerman. 
Jr.; Mrs. May me Sebastian and Mis* 
Ella Tanlan. The funeral will be con¬ 
ducted Wednesday morning at B. Sft 
o’clock at the residence of Philip Acker¬ 
man. Jr., at 2423 West Walnut street 
and at 10 o’clock from St Chtrlet 
Borromeo’s church, with burial In St
